Romulus police officials*, a . 
party store owner and the 
head of the Mayor’s Anti- 
Substance Abuse Task Force 
were among many honored 
last Friday for “making a dif¬ 
ference” in the war against 
drug/alcohol abuse. 

Ray Swidan, owner of RJ’s 
Party Store (across the street 
from Romulus High School) 
was cited by local police and 
the Central Distributors of 
Beer for his help in confiscat¬ 
ing more than 200 false ID 
cards in recent years. 

Swidan said later “over the 
22 years I have owned the 
store, my staff and I have actu¬ 
ally confiscated over 600 false 
IDs. I’m proud of that fact and 
feel we have ultimately saved 
many lives.” 

The ceremony conducted by 
the Central Distributors of 
Beer at the Crowne Plaza Ho¬ 
tel featured a mayoral procla¬ 
mation read by Keith Brothers 
of the city’s Recreation De¬ 
partment. 

Mayor William Oakley’s 
proclamation designating last 
Friday as “We All Make a Dif¬ 


ference Day” cited the goal of 
having “all businesses and or¬ 
ganizations that deal with pre¬ 
vention of drunk driving and 
undeiage drinking to motivate 
people to more active particia- 
tion in programs to eliminate 
this problem.”

He cited the fact that drunk 
driving fatalities have dipped 
considerably since 1982, be¬ 
cause of such citizen team¬ 
work. 

Also honored locally were 
Lt. James Rafalski, head of the 
Community Neighborhood Po¬ 


lice unit; Officer Joe Rich¬ 
ardson, a community police 
officer, Police Officer Al Hayes 
(who has arrested the highest 
number of potential drunk or 1 
impaired drivers) and Du- 
wayne Martin, head of the 
Mayor’s Substance Abuse Task 
Force. 

Those awards and many others to 
persons outside the immediate Ro¬ 
mulus area were cited by Ka¬ 
ren Wilson, president of the 
Central Distributors of Beer, 
and one of her key aides, Bill 
Ventola. 

Ventola also serves on the 
Mayor’s Substance Abuse Task 
Force. 

According to information 
supplied by Ventola, the nu¬ 
mber of drunk driving fatal¬ 
ities across the U.S. have 
dropped 41 percent since 1982, 
while teenage drunk driving 
fatalities have fallen a dra¬ 
matic 65 percent during that 
period. 

Ventola also allowed those 
in attendance to preview a se¬ 
ries of alcohol awareness 
video advertisements that will 
be seen soon on local TV sta- 
tions sponsored by the 
Anheuser-Busch beer com¬ 
pany.

The long-awaited press re¬ 
lease from the Romulus envi¬ 
ronmental attorneys states the 
city has asked the state Ap¬ 
peals Court to “reconsider” its 
decision on the Wahrman 
Road deepwell project. 

It appears this effort is a 
prelude to a possible appeal to 
the Michigan Supreme Court, 
if such a reconsideration 
doesn’t fall on the city’s side. 

The press release was ex¬ 
pected to have been forwarded 
to the public several weeks 
ago. 

In its press release faxed to 
the Romulus Roman on Mon¬ 
day, city attorneys state the Ap¬ 
peals Court on Oct. 15 issued 
an opinion that stated “the 
Michigan Hazardous Waste 
Management Act preempted 
enforcement of the Romulus 
zoning ordinance against Envi¬ 
ronmental Disposal Systems’ 
hazardous waste underground 
injection well operations on 
the Wahrman Road property.” 

The press release contin¬ 
ued “in an earlier case the 
Michigan Supreme Court had 
ruled the HWMA does not pre¬ 
empt enforcement of local zon¬ 
ing ordinances against land 
uses that are exempt from reg¬ 
ulation under that act.” 

Relying on that decision, 
the city of Romulus had ar¬ 
gued in this case that because 
EDS’ planned effort is not reg¬ 
ulated under the HWMA there 
can be no preemption. 

But the Appeals Court re¬ 
jected that argument, finding 
EDS was subject to regulation 
under HWMA, because its un¬ 
derground injection well was 
required to obtain a construc¬ 
tion permit and comply with 
the Site Review Board re¬ 


quirements. 

The city attorneys state “the 
city believes that finding was

erroneous” and hence asks the 
court to reconsider its deci¬ 
sion.” 

MEANWHILE, Romulus and 
Taylor residents are being re¬ 
minded by postal and cable 
TV messages that the key time 
to speak out for or against a 
separate planned deepwell 
project on Citrin Drive is Mon¬ 
day night. 

The state’s 10-member Site 
Review Board that is studying 
the Citrin Drive proposal of¬ 
fered by EDS of Birmingham 
will tour the general Citrin 
Drive geographical area prior 
to the meeting. 

Then at 7 p.m. the group will 
gather in the auditorium of Ro¬ 
mulus High School to hear 
comments from area citizens 
and others in the audience. 

Steve Sliver of the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) said the amount 
of time speakers will be al¬ 
lowed will be decided after 
the board receives the number 
of speakers slated to talk that 
night. 

We won’t want to cut any cit¬ 
izen’s right to speak out on this 
issue, Sliver said, so the nu¬ 
mber of speakers will impact 
heavily on if and how long any 
time limits might ber an¬ 
nounced.

The students in Beccy Mon¬ 
troy’s class have raised over 
$300 for young Katie Paratore 
of Clinton Township. The 
funds were raised by collect¬ 
ing used bottles and cans. The 
drive is still continuing. 

The child’s mother, Sandy, 
told the young students that 
the skin disease her daughter 
is suffering from is currently 
non-curable. 

EB requires two to eight 


skin grafts per month, costing 
about $1,000 each. 

Reportedly the graft pro¬ 
cess is not covered by medical 
insurance, since disease is not 
curable. 

Other classes in the Metro 
Detroit area also are working 
to help the Paratore family af¬ 
ter being alerted by radio sta¬ 
tion Q 95.5. 

Katie is one of 12 Michigan 
children suffering from EB. 
Approximately 100,000 per¬ 
sons across the U.S. also are 
afflicted by EB. 

One student, Chelsea Wo- 
jciehowski, said she and her 
classmates were happy to ass¬ 
ist young Katie “It really 
makes you feel much better 
helping out somebody else,” 
she said.

Seeking to respond to its 
customers’ wishes, Detroit 
Metro Airport opened six new 
gates for Southwest and Spirit 
Airlines last week. 

Two old gates were demol¬ 
ished, Wayne County Execu¬ 
tive Edward McNamara stated, 
and six new gates were in¬ 
stalled to give local travelers 
more options. 

That makes a net gain of 
four gates, McNamara said, 
which eventually could handle 
as many as 40 more low-fare 
flights per day. 

The $10.8 million project 
brings the total gate number to 
103 and allows Spirit, which 
was operating on three differ¬ 
ent concourses to consolidate 
its operations. 

Airport Director David Katz 
added “more options can lead 
to increased competition and 
ultimately lower fares.” 

Other planned changes to 


come at the Smith Terminal in- 
elude a wide new passenger 
screening checkpoint for both 
concourses “A” and “B”, a new 
business center called “Lap¬ 
top Lane” and a new facade for 
the curb front. 

Meanwhile Metro Airport 
also announced it is continu¬ 


ing to break passenger vol¬ 
umes. 

According to Michael Con¬ 
way, September 1999 marked 
the 69th time in the last 74 that 
it has set new passenger vol¬ 
ume levels.

Driver disarmed, 
dope confiscated

Police disarmed a motorist 
caught with a suspended 
driver’s license. 

A pair of patrolman pulled 
up behind a car that failed to 
signal before turning from 
Warren onto southbound Hub¬ 
bard. 

At 2 a.m. on the morning of 
Nov. 3, the officers easily no¬ 
ticed that the car’s burned-out 
left tail 1 ight begged for a 
ticket. 

Though the patrolman be¬ 
hind the wheel activated the 
squad car’s overhead lights, 
the car ahead didn’t stop, and 
the driver and front- seat pas¬ 
senger made “furtive move¬ 
ments” in their seats. 

According to the police re¬ 
port, the driver and front-seat 
passenger appeared to be hid¬ 
ing things. The driver leaned 
and reached down to the right 
side of his seat while the pas¬ 
senger slumped over in his 
seat. 

The driving patrolman 
switched on the squad car’s si¬ 
ren. The suspicious car drove 
another 200 years, then 
stopped. 

The officers separated and 
each approached a different 
front car door. 

The officer on the driver’s 
side ordered the driver out. 
The driver not only refused, he 
kept his right hand down, out 
of sight. 

After twice ordering the 
driver out with both hands in 
plain view, the officer grabbed 


the driver’s shoulder and re¬ 
peated the order. 

The driver got out and 
threw a knife down to the car’s 
floor. 

Asked why he didn’t stop 
when the squad car signaled 
him over, the driver said that 
he had just bought the knife at 
a gas station, thought that it 
was illegal, and was attempt¬ 
ing to get it out of his pocket 
and hide it from the patrol¬ 
men. 

A lien check revealed that 
the driver’s license had been 
suspended. 

The patrolmen arrested him 
for possession of a dangerous 
weapon and for driving with a 
suspended license, a misde¬ 
meanor that under new laws 
may result in a driver losing 
his or her plate and being 
grounded. 

With the driver confined to 
the squad car’s back seat, the 
patrolmen asked the pas¬ 
senger why he had been mov¬ 
ing around and what he had 
been concealing. 

“Nothing, dog,” he replied. 

The patrolmen, who 
wouldn’t budge, weren’t buy¬ 
ing. 

Their persistence paid off. 
“I only have a roach,” the pas¬ 
senger eventually said. “I put 
it in my pants.” 

Following the officers’ or¬ 
ders, the passenger reached 
into his underwear and re¬ 
moved the remains of a mari¬ 
juana cigarette. 

The officers arrested the 
passenger for marijuana pos¬ 
session.

Plan seeks to save 
Canton’s trees

Remaining woodlands in 
Canton stand under the threat 
of development. 

“It’s difficult to do a lot 
about development, since ev¬ 
ery bit of land is zoned and 
there are plans for every acre 
left,” said David Thomas, 
chairman of the Canton Envi¬ 
ronmental Committee. 

Nevertheless, the commit¬ 
tee hopes that if developers 
and the township can work to¬ 
gether in identifying quality 
woodlands with animal habi¬ 
tat, then perhaps some forests 
can be saved. 

“We need to have some phi¬ 
lanthropy,” he said. “I want to 
see developers who do well in 
our township give something 
back.” 

He proposes that devel¬ 
opers with large woods, which 
should be mapped out by the 
township and on display for all 
to see, agree to save the trees 
in return for tradeoffs from the 
township. For example, he 
said that businesses granted 
tax abatements should have to 
save their trees. 

He also suggests that the 
township should buy quality 
environmental property, per¬ 
haps passing a millage to do it. 

He believes that the towns¬ 
hip should work with devel¬ 
opers to save trees because 
that’s what residents want. 

“When people complain 
about developments at plan¬ 
ning commission meetings, 
you most often hear them com¬ 
plain about losing trees,” he 
said. 

The following excerpts are 
from the committee’s report: 

If Canton Township govern¬ 
ment is serious about listening 
to the environmental concerns 
of its citizens, they must take a 
pro-active stand on environ¬ 
mental policies and the impact 
of continued growth on unde¬ 
veloped lands as well as exist¬ 
ing parks and preserves. 
Canton government should re¬ 
quire a Base Map from its staff 
denoting all forested, wet¬ 
lands, streams, parks, pre¬ 
serves and other sensitive 
areas in the township. The 
map(s) should be used to prior¬ 
itize the 10 most sensitive 
properties for preservation, 
purchase or modification. 
These areas should then re¬ 
ceive special attention when¬ 
ever they require potential 
change. 

In short, government must 
develop stronger policies 
which signify a commitment to 
the citizens and goals listed 
herein. The citizens expect it, 
the environment demands it. 

Goal 1: To assist Canton gov¬ 


ernment in identifying areas of 
environmental interest and 
concern. 

Response: In short, wooded 
parcels and wetlands are dis¬ 
appearing too fast, however, 
we recommend a parcel by 
parcel evaluation of tree pre¬ 
servation as they come before 
the Planning Commission. 

Every development pro¬ 
posal should receive a copy of 
the Forest Preservation Act.

Busy travelers visiting De¬ 
troit Metro Aiport on the two 
busiest days of the year, today 
(Wednesday) and Sunday will 
find additional parking, new 
restaurants, electronic travel 
instructions, revamped rest¬ 
rooms and actual computer ac¬ 
cess areas available - many 
for the first time.

Traffic crashes remain the 
leading cause of death for 
American children of all 
races. Six out of 10 children 
who die in crashes are unbuck¬ 


led. 

In addition to being encour¬ 
aged by the effectiveness of 
the nationwide crackdowns, 
officers are committed to the 
effort because of their own 
personal^ experiences of see¬ 
ing crash victims who were un¬ 
buckled children. “Today we 
are calling on our entire com¬ 
munity to adopt zero tolerance 
for unbuckled children,” 
Brooks said. “No one should 
look the other way when they 
see a child at risk. Every citi¬ 
zen must make sure their rela¬ 
tives, neighbors and friends 
know that letting a child ride 
unbuckled, no matter how 


short the ride, is always life- 
threatening and never worth 
the risk.” 

The Michigan Child Re¬ 
straint Law requires that chil¬ 
dren under the age of one must 
be in a child restraint device 
in front and rear seats. Chil¬ 
dren over the age of one can 
use a safety belt in the rear 
seat, or a child restraint device 
in the front seat. Children ages 
four through 15 must be belted 
in the front and rear seat, and 
Michigan’s Safety Belt Law re¬ 
quires that all front seat pas¬ 
sengers must be buckled up. 

Van Buren Police will also 
be stepping up enforcement of 
adult safety belt laws, because 
it’s a proven fact that most 
adults who don’t buckle them¬ 
selves don’t buckle up kids. 
Research has found that buck¬ 
led drivers are three times 
more likely to restrain their 
child passengers than drivers 
who don’t buckle up.

Residency: a matter of individual 
rights and freedom, not local control

The time has come to elimi¬ 
nate residency requirements for 
Michigan’s local public employ¬ 
ees. 

Those municipalities who op¬ 
pose the elimination of residency 
require-ments for public employ¬ 
ees argue that it is a “home rule 
issue,” and that the state should 
not get involved. They then at¬ 
tempt to justify the imposition of 
such restrictions based on a list of 
arguments that are outdated, un¬ 
proven and/or irrelevant to the is¬ 
sue at hand. 

Given the speed and reliabili¬ 
ty of modem transportation in de¬ 
livering employees to their places 
of employment, and the lack of 
any empirical data supporting the 
notion that residents provide bet¬ 
ter services or an improved quali¬ 
ty of policing, there is little to say 
in defense of the antiquated re¬ 
quirement that employees live 
within municipal boundaries. 

Though I am a firm believer

in local control to the maximum 
extent possible, I also believe that 
there is a role for state govern¬ 
ment in protecting the rights of its 
citizens. To argue otherwise is to 


diminish the importance and im¬ 
pact of individual freedoms and 
civil rights currently protected by 
the state. 

To allow a public employer to 
discriminate against employees 
based upon where they choose to 
live should be no more palatable 
to the people of the state of Michi¬ 
gan than discrimination based 
upon any other personal non-per¬ 
formance related characteristic. 

I encourage those who are 
standing in the way of the elimi¬ 
nation of residency requirements 
to take another look at the facts. I 
think you will agree that it is not 
an issue of local control, but 
rather a matter of basic individ¬ 
ual freedom and civil rights. 

(Senator Loren Bennett ( R - 
Canton) has sponsored 3 bills to 
eliminate residency require¬ 
ments since taking office in 1995. 
Senate Bill 198, his most recent 
effort, was recently amended and 
passed by the House of Represen¬ 
tatives.)

If hypocrisy was a gas, Repub¬ 
lican Governor John Engler of 
Michigan would be the Goodyear 
Blimp, because he’s full of it 
Engler is one of the self-pro¬ 
claimed “conservative” governors 
in various states who are always 
on their high horse about bringing 
power from Washington back to 
the local level, so the people have 
greater control.

In Detroit, the wage 
is $8.23 an hour, plus health-care 
insurance. Detroit voters ap¬ 
proved this initiative last year by 
a whopping 4-to-l margin! 

Oh, how the corporations 
howled, running to Engler’s office 
and demanding that he overrule 
this outbreak of local democracy 
and allow them to continue get¬ 
ting taxpayer’s money while pay¬ 
ing poverty wages to workers. 
Sure enough, Governor Goodyear, 
fully inflated with gaseous 
hypocrisy, is backing state legisla¬ 
tion that would prevent local gov¬ 
ernments from setting wage stan¬

Nevertheless, Wilson hired 
Chuck Oct 18 to work in a hard- 
to-fill job, and the board exempt¬ 
ed Chuck from the policy require¬ 
ment 

Subsequently, board member 
Jo Johnson resigned and other 
board members have so far resist¬ 
ed abolishing the policy, though 
the issue was discussed at last 
week’s board meeting. 

Several citizens complained 
that nepotism would soil the li¬ 
brary’s image and cause resent¬ 
ment among other employees 
who had to apply for their jobs 
the old fashioned way. 

“It’s an embarrassment” said 
Jim Cook, a former library volun-

teer. 

City Councilman Glenn Ander¬ 
son called the hiring “unfortu¬ 
nate” 

While Councilman Anderson 
may be correct, the situation is 
unfortunate, who among us is not 
unfortunate in some way. Such is 
life. 

And while Cook may be correct 
about the hiring being an embar¬ 
rassment, I wonder who’s being 
embarrassed. Certainly not the 
voters of Westland who resound¬ 
ingly re-elected Mayor Bob 
Thomas in November 1998 de¬ 
spite his promotion of his then 
live-in girlfriend from executive 
secretary to purchasing agent, a 
promotion that brought in an ad¬ 
ditional $13,000-$14,000 a year, 
counting benefits, to the mayor’s 
household. (By the dictionary 
nepotism is “favoritism or patron¬ 
age given by persons in high of¬ 
fice to relatives or close friends,” 
but legally only favoritism shown 
to relatives or spouses violates 
state law, so Thomas had acted 
legally, if not ethically.) 

Moral and legal issues aside, 
the landslide re-election of 


Thomas provided a mandate for 
nepotism and favoritism in West- 
land. 

Though I opposed Thomas’s 
candidacy partly on the issues of 
nepotism and favoritism raised 
against him by his former oppo¬ 
nent Dixie McNa, the voters 
agreed with Thomas: Westland 
should be run like a fiefdom. 

If voters have given favoritism 
in city government a mandate, 
why not extend the mandate to 
the library? 

As for the embarrassment: 
right emotion, wrong city. Embar¬ 
rassment was not a factor when 
Detroit’s media reported 
Thomas’s hiring of his girlfriend. 
The media attack possibly rallied 
residents in support of their may¬ 
or. 

In contrast, the Chuck hiring 
remains a local issue. Even if resi¬ 
dents could be embarrassed 
about local nepotism, nobody out¬ 
side of Westland will know. No¬ 
body will be in a position to 
shame Westland residents or the 
library board. 

Opponents of the Chuck Hiring 
should get real. If favoritism 
stinks, first convince the public. 
Once the public demands reform, 
begin at city hall, where more is at 
stake than a part-time library job. 

As for the library board, con¬ 
centrate on providing a quiet li¬ 
brary.

Social Security is Y2-OK

U.S. Social Security Com¬ 
missioner Kenneth S. Apfel 
wishes to assure all Americans 
that when the new millennium 
arrives on Jan. 1, 2000, benefits 
will continue to be paid on 
time and in the right amount. 

Apfel stresses “the reason I 
can make such assurances is 
that we recognized the prob¬ 
lem early on and fixed it. 

As most people now know, 
the year 2000 or Y2K computer 
problem is a systems calendar 
glitch. Many computers use 
just two digits to track the cal¬ 
endar dates. 

On Jan. 1, 2000, some 
computer systems could read 
“double zero” not as 2000, but 
as 1900. If nothing was done, 
Apfel said, some computer sys¬ 
tems could break down or just 
shut down. 

Fortunately the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration was 
among the first organizations 
in the U.S. to recognize the po¬ 
tential problem In 1989.

Social Security and Supple¬ 
mental Security Income (SSI) 
benefits will increase 2.4 per¬ 
cent in the year 2000, accord¬ 
ing to U.S. Social Security 
Commissioner Kenneth Apfel. 

“This year’s cost of living al¬ 
lowance reflects another year 
of very low inflation. Inflation 
is the greatest fear and worst 
enemy of the elderly and dis¬ 
abled Americans living on 
fixed incomes,” Apfel said. 

The hike in payments will 
begin in January 2000 for So¬ 
cial Security recipients and on 
Dec. 30,1999 for SSI recipients. 

For Social Security bene¬ 
ficiaries the average monthly 
benefit amout for retired 
workers will rise from $785 to 
$804. 

The maximum federal SSI 
monthly payment for an indi¬ 
vidual will rise from $500 to 
$512. For a couple the maxi¬ 
mum federal SSI payment will 
rise from $751 to $769. 

Benefits increase automat¬ 
ically each year based on the 
rise in the Consumer Price In¬ 
dex for Urban Wage Earners 
and Clerical Workers from the 
third quarter of the one year 
through the corresponding pe¬ 
riod of the next.

The Wayne County Medical 
Examiner postmortem foren¬ 
sic toxicology laboratory has 
been named the first Michigan 
lab and only the ninth in the 
U.S. to be officially accredited 
by the American Board of Fo¬ 
rensic Toxicologists.

Have you lost a son/ 
daughter in recent years? 

Do you feel an ongoing need 
to talk to others - singularly or 
collectively -- about the impor¬ 
tance of your child’s life?

“He loves football and 
that dedication alone will find him a 
spot on a college team.” 


One of the finest quarterbacks to 
play at Belleville in recent memory, 
all-around athlete Kevin Harrison 
led coach Bob LaPointe’s Tigers to 
five consecutive victories before 
Belleville hit a slump.

Inkster's Townsend 
Coach of the Year

In only his second year as head 
football coach at Inkster High 
School, coach Mark Townsend 
took a perennial conference door¬ 
mat, shook out the dust and kinks 
and put together a serious title 
contender 

Equally important, he made 
believers out of perennial losers. 

Townsend managed to achieve 
what few believed was achiev¬ 
able: Bring respect and cred¬ 
itability and hope to Inkster High. 

And he did it his way 

“When I was growing up in De¬ 
troit my coach told us that' if you 
work, work hard, and you will see 
positive things happening,” said 
Townsend who is 32 and a gradu¬ 
ate of Detroit Finney High School. 
“I applied that simple philosophy 
to my life. 

“These kids knew that they 
had to make a commitment when 
they accepted their uniforms that 
the road ahead was not going to 
an easy one. They accepted that,” 
Townsend continued. “They 
wanted to make a difference - and 
they did. They told me that they 
wanted to bring more pride to 
their school - and they did. 

“We stand taller today because 
of this football team and because 
of my staff who dedicated them¬ 
selves to get the job done.” 

Inkster won an unprecedented 
seven games and, for the first time 
in more than three decades, en¬ 
tered the final week of the confer¬ 
ence season in the chase for a 
championship. 

Unfortunately the Vikings fell 
to River Rouge, which won the 
1999 Mega Conference Gold Divi¬ 
sion title. The Vikings settled for

second-best their best-ever con¬ 
ference finish. 

Inkster also accomplished 
something that none of their pre¬ 
decessors did on a football field. 
For the first time, the Vikings 
qualified for the state playoffs and 
they played before a packed 
house on the home field (another 
accomplishment) losing to Madi¬ 
son Heights Lamphere. 

Inkter’s 7-3 overall record 
stands as the best in the school’s 
long history. 

“I would like to thank all of our 
fans, the administration, the 
teachers - everyone - for making 
this such an unforgettable sea¬ 
son,” Townsend added. “I know 
it’s a cliche but, believe me we’re 
really looking forward to next sea- 
soa” 

However, before the teams 
gather for the year 2000 cam¬ 
paign, there is one more coveted 
honor that belongs to the sopho¬ 
more Inkster coach: The MCN 
staff has selected coach Mark 
Townsend as the Michigan Com¬ 
munity Newspapers’ football 
“Coach of the Year” 



Eric Jones 


Shattering the all-time record of 
such greats as Tony Boles and Reg¬ 
gie Spearmon, Westland John Glen¬ 
n’s senior running back Eric Jones 
is the first-ever to rush for more 
than 2000-yards in one season. 
Called upon 311 times, Jones com¬ 
piled an incredible total of 2170 
yards, which now stands as the 
school record. He also scored an 
area high 21 touchdowns. “Eric had 
a great season, and got better each 
week,” says Glenn coach Chuck Gor- 
doa 


Willie Johnson 


Not since the days of running 
back Gerrade Pettus, who starred 
for the Tigers in the 1970s, has any 
Belleville ball carrier generated 
such excitement as Willie Johnson. 
The speedy 5-11, 180-pound senior 
rushed for a record-shattering 1,209 
yards on 153 carries for 7.9 yards per 
attempt He finished with 12 TDs 
rushing on the season, and was a 
unanimous coaches’ choice for all¬ 
conference in the tough Mega Con¬ 
ference Red Division. “

Andy Kocoloski 


An exceptional all-around ath¬ 
lete, Plymouth-Salem’s Andy Ko¬ 
coloski was named Salem’s Most 
Valuable Player of the Year. As a run¬ 
ning back, Kocoloski rushed for 829 
yards on 113 attempts and scored 11 
touchdowns for coach Tom 
Moshimer’s Rocks. Salem did a 
complete about-face this season. Af¬ 
ter losing their first five, the Rocks 
came back to win their last four 
games, and one of the keys to that 
reversal was Andy’s performance. 


Plymouth-Canton opponents 
knew that to beat the Chiefs they 
had to find a way to stop 6-2, 175- 
pound wide receiver Ian Riley, and 
few managed to do so. A standout on 
anyone’s team, Riley made Canton a 
contender and a threat any time he 
was near the ball. Also picked by the 
coaches in the Western Lakes Con¬ 
ference All-Conference team, Riley 
will continue his exceptional foot¬ 
ball talents at a major college next 
fall. 


Lou Hawkins 


A leader who helped write a few 
pages of history at Inkster High, run¬ 
ning back Lou Hawkins rushed for 
1,587 yards and scored 18 touch¬ 
downs in 201 attempts for coach 
Mark Townsend’s Vikings. “Lou is 
well-disciplined and a natural 
leader,” adds Townsend, who team 
won a record-shattering seven con¬ 
secutive games and qualified for the 
state playoffs for the first time in the 
school’s history. Also named to the 
all-Mega Conference, Gold Division 
Team. 




The Most Valuable Player on the 
offensive line at Plymouth-Salem, 
Chris Jones is also an outstanding 
student who boasts a 3.9 academic 
record. Jones’ physical and mental 
ability gave him the advantage over 
those he opposed on the line be¬ 
cause, he usually could outsmart his 
opponent Chris’ twin brother, Dan, 
was Salem’s Most Valuable Defensive 
Lineman and no two brothers in 
Salem’s history have ever shared 
those coveted awards. 



Charles Thompson 


One big reason for the success of 
Romulus High’s football team these 
past two seasons is a player by the 
name of Charles Thompson, a 5-10, 
214-pound fullback-linebacker “He 
definitely was our go-to player in 
crucial situations,” said coach Mark 
Woodsoa “We could always rely on 
him.”

“The Cat” bagged 29 of his 30 extra 
points and also booted nine of 13 
field goals, and his punting? He av¬ 
eraged 35-yards per kick. Not bad 
for a 5-11, 140-pounder who saved 
the day - and game - for the Rockets 
on more than one occasion this sea¬ 
son. 



One of the most consistent line¬ 
man on Westland John Glenn’s team 
this year was Nick Samples, who ig¬ 
nited the Rockets in the stretch that 
led to five consecutive victories, in¬ 
cluding big triumphs over such 
teams as Monroe and undefeated 
Detroit Henry Fbrd.

The investigation was trig¬ 
gered by a tip from a parent 
concerned about their child’s 
usage of the Internet. 

Internet Investigators dis¬ 
covered that the suspect met 
the child victim in an Internet 
Chat Room and then engaged 
in sexual contact with the vic¬ 
tim in early 1999. The suspect 
was arrested on Saturday 


when he returned to the vic¬ 
tim’s house for another ren¬ 
dezvous 

The suspect is Jeffery Clay 
Lacey, 25, of Westland. He was 
arrested in Livonia at the vic¬ 
tim’s home. 

He is the manager of a Dear¬ 
born movie theater on Michi¬ 
gan and Telegraph Roads. 

The suspect is charged with 
Criminal Sexual Conduct and 
violation of Michigan’s Inter¬ 
net Sexual Predator Statute.

With the holiday season fast 
approaching, tree lots will 
soon be open for business. 

The Canton Fire Depart¬ 
ment strongly recommends 
that real trees not be used. 

If real trees are used, the 
following guide lines should 
be used. 

— The tree should be flame 
proofed. 

The needles on the tree 
should feel resilient to the 
touch. 

A fresh cut should be made 
at least one inch above the 
original cut before being set 
up. 

A tree holder that has a 
large reservoir for water 
should be used. It should be 
kept filled with water and 
have one of the commercially 
available products that pro¬ 
long the ability of the tree to 
absorb water added. 

The tree holder should be 
large enough to prevent the 
tree from falling over. 

The tree should be located 
in the most remote area of the 
foom, away from exits and 
aisle ways. 

j The tree lights should not 
be left on without an autho¬ 
rized person present. 

Use only non-combustible 
decorations. 

Candles, lighted or not 
should not be used on the tree. 

Keep candles and all other 
open flames away from the 
tree. 

Artificial trees are recom¬ 
mended by The Canton Fire 
Department. When purchasing 
an artificial tree look for the 
“Underwriter Laboratory” 
(“UL” for short) label or is 
clearly marked or labeled as 
being “Flame Resistant”. Alu¬ 
minum alloy trees are accept¬ 
able, but no lights should be 
installed on them.

Continued from page A-7 
cause. 

If the founders feared any¬ 
thing, they feared the tyranni- 
cal power of a minority 
indifferent to the wishes of the 
majority.

But if you can control the 
First Amendment, the consti¬ 
tution is yours and so is power.
